On the evening of the 4th of June, 1835, 
the steamboat ‘ Rob Roy’ started from St. 
Louis to New Orleans with a full crowd of 
passengers.

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THE PHENOMENA OF SLEEP, 


Dr. Dickson, of South Carolina, has re- 
cently published a work on Life, Sleep, Pain 
and. Death, which contains some curious 
facts and speculations. The following facts. 
are given in relation to sleep, which is de- 
scribed to be the repose of the mind: | 

The necessary amount of sleep differs in 
various tribes, as well as iu different indi- 
viduals. ‘The average proportion of time 
thus employed by our race is estimated at 
one-third. _ Sir John Sinclair, who slept 
eight hours himself, says that in his research- 
es upon the subject of longevity, he found 
long life under every circumstance and every. 
course of habit—some old men being absti 


some indvlent; but all had slept well and 
long. Alfred the Great slept eight hours a 
dav—Jeremy Jaylor but three. Bonaparte, 
during-the greater part of his active life, was 
content with four or five hours sleep. Old 
age and infancy sleep much. 

Some boys slept, from fatigue, on board of 
Nelson’s ship, at the battle of the Nile. 
Among the impressive incidents of Sir John 
Moore’s disastrous retreat to Carunna, in 
Spain, not the least striking is the recorded 
fact that many of the soldiers steadily pur- 
sued their march while fast asleep. Bur- 
dach, however, affirms that this is not un- 
common among soldiers. Franklin slept 
nearly an hour, swimming on his back. An 
acquaintance of Dr. D., 
party in North Carolina, being greatly fa- 
tigued, was observed to be sound ‘asleep in 
his saddle. His horse, being a better walker, 
went far in advance of the rest. On cross- 
ing a hill, they found him on the ground 
snoring quietly. His horse had fallen, as 
was evident from his broken knees, and had 
thrown his rider on his head, on a hard sur- 
face, without waking him. 

Animals of the lower orders obey pecu- 
liar laws in regard to sleep. Fish are said 
to sleep soundly; and we are told by Aristo- 
tle, that the trench may be taken in this state, 
ifapproached cautiously: Many birds and 
beasts of prey take their repose in the day- 
time. When kept in ‘eaptivity, this habit an- 
dergoes a change, which makes: us doubt 
whether it was not.the result of mecessit 
which, demanded that they should take ad-

night?” ‘“ The: best way,” he replied, # was 
to have divine. and celestial meditations, and 
to use honest actions, in the day fime.” 
Muller says he could go to sleep at will on 
assuming a recumbant position. Bona. 
parte, during his grand career, required no 
other condition but darkness; yet, at St. 
Helena, he suffered from sleeplessness among 
his other tortures.-—Habit exercises an al- 
most omnipotent influénee in this mattér, A 
distinguished watchmaker having retired 
from business, was in danger of phirenitis for 
want of sleep. After several miserable 
weeks of this privation, some one suggested 
a return to his old place of abode. The ex- 
periment succeeded perfectly, for he fell 
asleep in his former workshop at once, re- 
joicing in the loud ticking of scores 8 of clocks 
and watches. 

Of contrasted impressibility is the case df 
the old harpist, giving by Brandis, who slept 
the instant he left off playing ; but, although 
undisturbed by other sounds, woké'up immie- 
diately as any one touched the strings of his 
instrument. 

Deprived of sleep, man is inexpressibly 
wretched, and eager and ceaseless has ever 
‘been his search after the meats of peceing 
this inestimable blessing.

The former it has permitted to run to decay and 
indeed to become a mere ingenious contrivance 
for converting human flesh into sausage meat ; 
whilst the latter fares but little better, bearing 
its full share of inattention, and being made to 
wait with becoming meekness atid patience, in 
all matters, uotilits betters are served. These 
two branches are drained of their strength, ne- 
glected and impoverished, that the Hamburg 
branch may be kept in’ order and thoroughly 
furnished ; and the one section is heavily taxed 
for freight, that the company may transport tor 
the other section at af mere Bominal rate. So 
far from expecting the interest of this sec- 
tion to receive any greater attention becatise of 
the union, we would sooner expeet the profits 
of the Charlotte road to be appropriated to 
the procuring of-dddifional, facilities for the 
Hamburg/branch and the further reduction of 
freights on thatline. 

On one condition only’ could we, as a stock- 
holder, consent to the union, and that would be 
that the President and a majority of the Direc-

nine months, exclusive of books, clothes and 
rooni furniture are stated at $196. We notice 
that thé study of Physiology has been assigned 
to the Sophomores, while Logic and Rhetoric 
occupy their appropriate pluce in the Junior 
year. 

The causes which led to the unusually small 
number of Students in the two higher classes, 
is well known to our readers, and it is, there. 
fore, unnecessary for us to present thom in de- 
geal. However, the ‘interest which we feel in 

everything that pertains to opr} ¢herished insti- 

‘tution, the pride and ornament of the State, 
must be our exéuse for alluding briefly. to the 
unfortunate and adverse circumstances, which 
fora time have cast a blight upon her fairest 
prospects. 

We can impute no fault to the Board of Trus. 
tees. for the course of action they chose to pur- 
sue in the matter, at their last meeting ; for it 
ean well be perceived that the abolishment of 
the Commons under the circumstances, with the 
threat of the combination ready to be put into 
execution, would have been an unpardonable 
surrender of its dignity and authority, as well 
as a total abandonment of that independence 
of discipline, which constitutes one of the pe- 
culiar advantages of a State Ipstitution. But 
the system of commons has been attached to 
the College since its foundation, and the glaring 
evils incident to its existence have been, for a 
long time, a subject of just and unceasing com- 
plaint ; and we cannot hut believe that the gov- 
ernment has been at fault for hitherto persever- 
ing in its continuance,and for giving such a 
trivial attention to the repeated representations 
‘of the Faculty, and the earnest and respectful 
petitions of the Students. 

It certainly cannot be supposed that the evil 
is imaginary ; for if it be, it would long ere tliis 
have censed to be considered a matter of just 
complaint. We admit that the frequent as- 
sembling of the students together must be re- 
garded as-beneficial, at least in one respect, as 
it imparts to their intercourse a high degree of 

sociability, and induces that substantial improve- 
m@ht which always springs from social con- 
verse and a constant friction of kindred mindy, 
But on the other hand, there are many injuri- 
ous effects resulting from the system, which 
far outweigh this single consideration. The diet 
is entirely unsuited to the hubits of a student, 
and at times unfit to be eaten, and the manners 
invariably, and fora good. reason, adopted at ta- 
ble, wholly at variance with those which should 
characterize gentlemen. The expenses, in many 
instances, far exceed the charges made by the 
first-class boarding houses; inasmuch as many 
of the students.are forced to resort for food to 
the hotels and eating-houscs, where they have 

easy access to the bar rooms, and, consequently, 
the strongest temptations to swerve from the 
path of sobriety and economy ; and thus, in ad- 
dition to the board in commons, bills are con- 
tracted at the various eating-houses, amounting 
very often tosums varying from one to two hun- 
dred. dollars each session. These and many 
other arguments equally strong, have been again 
and again presented to the consideration of the 
Board, but to no effect. Moreover, a much better 
plan lias been recommended—the establishment 
of several houses, under the supervision of the 
Faculty, and arranged so as to compete with 
each other—which possesses every possible ad- 
vantage, without-any of the ig which belong 
~to the present system. < 

The other Colleges in the eoontry have Jong 
sinee recognized the disadvantages attending 
the boarding in common, an@ sulistitated in its 
stead, other and far, preferable schomes; and 
we are strangély at a loss. to account for the fact, 
} that ours alone of all, adheres so tenaciously to
